plot was said to be planned 
for the Republican National 
Convention in Kansas City 
, in August 

In Washington, FBI Direc- 
tor Clarence M* Kelley said 
the matter was: continuing 
‘to receive intensive investi- 
: gative attention.” 

Kelley said "‘unsubstanti- 
ated information has re- 
cently been received by the ' 
FBI that a member of a ter- 
rorist group was possibly 
plamiing to attempt assassi- 
nation” of MTp Ford and 
Reagan. Kelley s a i d a 1 1 
available information had 
boien furnished to the Se- 
cret Service. 

Bates declined to give any 
details on the source /of the 
information, which he said 
so far was considered to be 
without saibstantiation, 

“The information did 
come to our attention In San 
Francisco and was furnished 
to headquarters,” he said. "I 
can't say where it came 
from. We don't know what 
terrorist group. 

“It [tile information] did 
not come from documents 
we received in any case” 
Bates said in answer to a 
question about whether the 
: information stemmed from a 
raid Feb* 21 on a makeshift 
boihb factory in Richmond, 
Calif. 



^Six aOeged members of 
the mysterious Emiliano Za- 
pata Unit were arrested in 
that raid. Five of the six 
have since been indicted on 
e^Iosives charges. Authori- 
ties have said that they . 
know little about the Zapata ' 
group, including Its size. 

Asked whether the threat 
■was considered serious. Se- 
cret Service spokesman Ken 
Lynch said: “All threats are ' 
serious, if indeed they are 
threats.” 

Pressed for further details 
about the source of the 
threat. Bates said, “I can't 
teU you . * . We don't know 
who. I don't know whether 
it was one member or more 
than one member.”

Asked whether the infor- 
mation had come by tele- 
phone, he replied, “I : can't i

Mr, Ford and Reagan are I 
contenders for the Republi- ^

The Chicago Tribune said 
in a story from San Fran- 
cisco that justice Depart- 
ment sources said the plot 
involved a commando-style 
assassination team of per- 
sons from the San Francisco 
Bay area* The newspaper 
said it was informed that 
the plot was discovered . 
while it still was in its early 
planning stage. ^
